SECTION  E.  - INSPECTION  ,ND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a) ..  MILK  SUPPLY.  Thoro  are  25  registered  Milk  Vendors  in  the  area. 

Licences  are  granted  on  the  lines  of  tho  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926. 

No  Licences  have  boen  issued  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order 
1936  ~.nd  :4mondnent  Order  1938. 

Examinations  of  all  registered  premises  with  regard  to  cow  sheds  and 
dairies  are  nado  by  tho  Surveyor  and  myself.  Several  of  tho  cow  sheds 
havo  received  attention  and  4 have  roceived  notice  to  effect  repairs. 

Tho  Dairios  are  kept  in  a very  good  condition,  and  all  c^.ns  and  utensils 
are  given  particular  attention. 

Under  the  Salo  of  Food  and  Drugs  ..cts,  County  Inspectors  take  samples  of 
milk  for  examination  in  regard  to  addition  of  water  and  percentage  of  fat. 
One  certificate  was  issued  under  Section  24  of  the  Food  & Drugs  Act,  1938. 

30  samples  of  Milk  wore  takon  and  sent  for  bacteriological  examination. 

The  examinations  were  nado  at  ABerystwyth  under  tho  control  of  Mr.  S.  B. 
Thomas,  M.Sc.,  Advisor  of  Dairy  agriculture.  Some  were  found  to  be  below 
the  avorago  st  ndard,  and  stops  woro  immediately  taken  to  remedy  all  defect 
In  two  samples  Tuberculosis  was  found  and  two  cows  were  destroyed. 

Tho  Farmers  and  Vendors  are  instructed  in  the  methods  of  clean  milking 
and  clo  n milk.  Sutherland  Thompson’s  Milk  tost  is  used  and  the  pads 
arc  shown  to  the  Farmers  or  Vendors. 

30  samples  wero  submitted  for  tuberculosis  examination,  all  of  which  woro 
found  to  be  ncga.tivo  oxccpt  two.  Two  animals  were  destroyed. 

BUTTER  AND  CHEESE  IL.KERS.  There  are  four  in  the  district,  and  promises 
are  kept  very  cloan.

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  supplied  at  the  Council’s  expense  when 
necessary,  but  owing  to  the  immediate  admission  of  cases  of 
Diphtheria  to  the  County  Isolation  Hospital,  few  cases  receive 
antitoxin  before  admission,.  No  cases  were  notified  during  the 
year. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  Malaria  or  Dysentry  notified  during 
the  year. 

According  to  Infectious  Diseases  Regulation  1927,  a supply  of 
Forms  are  provided  for  notification  of  Malaria,  Dysentry,  Acute 
Primary  and  Acute  Influenzal  Pneumonia. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  under  the  Public  Hoalth  (Small-pox 
Prevention)  Regulations,  1917.  Disinfection  of  premises  and 
articles  exposed  to  infection  is  carried  out  by  the  Council. 

NO N-NOTIFIABLE  ACUTE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES . There  were  12  deaths 

from  Influenza,  making  a death  rate  of  2®08  which  appears  high 
compared  with  0‘21  for  England  and  Wales. 

No  advantage  has  been  taken  by  parents  with  regard  to  Diphtheria 
immunisation.
